OUR COLLEGE HOCKEY 




lntercollr.giiitc hockey is not popular with the public of Mon- 
On the other hand professional and "hank" hockey draw 
crowds all through the season. What is the matter with our 

Of course we arc not trying to avgue that the public should 
appreciate college hockey for the game itself as much as profes- 
sional which is naturally expected to be better, though we do think 
that it compares favourably with amateur standards in the city. 
But what wc do argue it that a college game, taken as a whole, 
should' be just as popular as the others. It is for these reasons. 

College hockey, as a spectacle, should be more attractive be- 
cause of a certain glamour and atmosphere that the others cannot 
give. The fact that it is college hockey shculd arouse the impres- 
sion of traditional rivally and a strong sporting spirit which only 
amateur games can give. 

Hockey is an old game and it is above all Canada's national 
winter sport. By now it should have in the colleges a recognized 
prestige and tradition, and, for these very reasons, should call forth 
the same enthusiasm as does football. It is as thrilling a spectacle 
as footbal!. Yet it has not the popularity, nor the tradition. 

After all, amateur sport is the only real sport, and the high- 
est embodiment of amateur sport is always found in the colleges. 
They have always set the high level for sport and, on the whole, 
ihe public in every country has turned to them *o find the best 
developed games. 

" In the United States where sport has grown to tremendous 
proportions, college sport is and always will be the most popular, 
and with the exception of baseball its national game, professional 
sport has developed so much only because of the demand of the 
great mass of the public which is unable to see college games. 

Recently in New York 1 2.000 people saw the Harvard-Mc- 
Gill game. There is something radically wrong if Montreal, in 
proportion, cannot turn out as fair a crowd to see its own college 
play Canada's national game, one of the most thrilling spectacles 
on. earth. 

The trouble is. evidently, that college hockey has not the tra- 
dition nor interest behind that it ought to have. It is about time 
we started to build up such a tradition. This can only be done 
by our showing first of all the enthusiasm we do for football.

Tin Daily lllinls— Tho faculty of 
the College of the City of Now York 
has Ignored the request of the ntu- 
dents, demonstrated by n fotir-to-ono 
vote, that compulsory military train- 
ing bo dispensed with In the institu- 
tion. And with tho failure to take- 
cognisance of the overwhelming majo- 
rity arises the question of Just how 
much attention college faculties 
should or do pay to student opinion. 

The same question of compulsory 
military training has arisen at tho 
University of Missouri where the stu- 
dent council, after starttnfs an Inves- 
tigation and arranging a ballot *>n 
the subject, dropped the whole matter 
ion the request of the president of the 
university. 

A similar situation existed at. tho 
University of Nebraska last year and 
all agitation against requiring tha stu- 
dents to take military training wns 
dropped because tho board of regents 
thought 11 should bo. 

At the University of Minnesota n. 
like action was taken by the stu- 
dents and regents last year, and no 
agitation has been evident so far this 
year. 

One student left «lie» University of 
Ca'ifornln recently rather than drill., 
and his action caused inurTt discus- 
sion at that institution, but officiais 
believe that the agitation will jinlL- 
slde. 

And so it goes. Similar Instances 
from practically every part of the 
country show student opinion to be 
strongly opposed to the compulsory 
military training prescribed by « 
large number of institutions of higher 
learning. 

But the officials of the universities 
firm in the belief that boys should 
bo seen and not heard, go their ways 
paying no heed to student opinion 
except of course, when It becomes 
unpleasant or troublesome. 

The regents of the University of 
Wisconsin,' after much heated debate 
made military training an elective 
subject in 1523. and that is tho only 
intitution In the country that once 
had compulsory training that has ta- 
ken such a step, although the board of 
regents of Ohio Slate University Is 
considering the proposition at the 
presen: time, because a. referendum 
by the student body showed hostility 
to compulsion. 

When student opinion all over the 
1'nltcd States becomes united on one 
subject is it not then time for the 
officiait of the colleges t 0 pay some, 
heed? Without affirming or denying 
the value of military training, we no 
tlce a striking resembla'ncc botween 
the faculty of the New York City 
College and the Legislature of the 
sovereign State of Tennesee who a lit- 
tle less than ». year ago decreed that 
no teacher in that state should be al- 
lowed to teach evolution, and both 
groups strangely resemble an animal 
with proverbially long ears.

COLLEGE AS A FASHION CUP 

H«rv»rd Crimson; Tl.e positive 1 
stimulus for entering college- nn 
ambition to secure an education—' ho* 
been replaced by a negative stimu- 
lus— a wish to avoid the stigma of 
being one who has not a. college edu- 
cation declared President Hopkins of 
Dartmouth recently. 

Two facts in particular appear lo 
account for this condition. One Is ihe 
prevailing fasl ion of :, college edu- 
cation for the unfit ns well m the fit. 
a fashion which may be accounted for 
by the great increase In American 
wealth— relatively true for all classes 
sir.ee ihe war. The other Is Hie chang- 
ed policy of the colleges themselcvw 
"Broadened." which generally means 
lowered, entrance requirements, and 
the growih of departments which are 
vocational rather than academic In 
character, permit, ihe attendance at 
colleges of large numbers of "siu- 
dent s" who are seeking not an educa- 
tion but a short cut lo n. Job. Hueh 
people want, not learning, but a certi- 
ficate of college residence. 

While the situation which President 
Hopkins remarks upon undoubtedly 
exists and constitutes a serious menace 
•to American education, oJrondy there 
are a.ppe.rent. tendencies which promise 
to mlllgâte. it. The fashion itself Is 
brglnnlnt, to share the fate of sJI 
fashions. A* a. college education be- 
comes more and more common, the 
prestige attached lo It is minimised. 
The. hordes of young college graduâtes 
who pour annually Into the, world find 
that diplomas are not exempt from the 
working of law of supply and demand. 
Bnsintas men and other i/oservcrs 
examining the early products of the 
new theories of quantity production 
become Increasingly sceptical as to 
their value; — w.Vnets the recent re 
port, of a Yale commission deprecating 
the worth of college graduates as 
railroad executives. And finally, l he 
sharpening of the d'siinct.lon between 
cultural and occupational education 
In modern iinlyersiUoa will operate to 
decrease tho social value of ihe latte) 
and lo restrict, ihe former in name as 
well n.t the facl. lo (hpiin whose desire 
for genuine learning cniltfes ilnm in 
il.

Wisconsin Cardinal:

To thosn of us who feel that here 
In our western unlvWs' t.los our sur- 
rmiTiriJngH often conitnhuto measur- 
ably to drnbncss and a purely utili- 
tarian aspect In our undergraduate 
life, there to some comfort In what, 
ibis writer has to say of academic 
scenes whlcn or* popularly thought, 
of as beautiful. "It- Harvard Is «et 
down In tho mlHrtlo jof a. slum It 
noed not envy Yaje.. since* the pureleus 
of Chape] and Elm streets give off 
also nn undeniable smell of trade, and 
wilderness of (tents' siiitlncs with 
lush undergrowth of regimental 
neclrwnre and s«v>sons fontwesr mak* 
New Ha.ven a prrljous place by day- 
light for him whose credit. Is bad. In 
Ihe archWeoturnt monstrosities handl- 
es, p the two college.i are practically 
neck and neck." 

He finds thp chleif dlfferoneo be- 
tween th* two colleges Is the attitude 
of th* authorities toward the under- 
graduates, lie rl rribes tho Yale at- 
titude as thin, o: "omnipresent sur- 
veillance, supervision, and Interfer- 
ence." He remarks "Not only hi the 
scholastic record worked out with 
painstaking record to the most min- 
ute details, but a f'tiident's dogreo 
actually depends upon such Ilmpcrli- 
nent matters ns staying within a par- 
simonious allowance of class and 
chapel cuis, the company ho keeps, 
bis recreation, and his chastity. — Thu 
notion that a student should be rated 
according to hin academic escellcnco 
Is entirely foreign to Connecticut hall. 
The undergraduate must also bo ox- 
posed to an endless series of cxtra.- 
curricular lectures on business success, 
patriotism, and -octal policy by doo- 
dles Imported for the occasion and 
bequests. At the opening of his fresh- 
man year be is harangued in the in- 
terests of tho honour system' and in- 
i'iiu damnation." 

There Is high praise for the intel- 
lectual side of Yale life. Or the faculty 
of scholars and critics who stand sec- 
ond to none in the'r fields' Is un- 
questionably what makes Yale a great 
college in spite of, the intellectual 
blather and bureaucratic Impertinence 
which must be endured to enjoy them". 
The comment on the individual under- 
graduate's Intellectual attltndo Is In 
(cresting. The average undergraduate 
has a very real Interest In his courses, 
at least In thote he Iish allowed to 
E-elecl for h'mseif, and Is well read 
and opinionated on questions of the 
moment." 

The position of (he Harvard aiithorl 
ties Is descrfiVd In th's fashion, "The 
Harvard office regard» a man na en- 
tirely capable of looking out for his 
outside affairs h'maelf and Is not 
troubled by his mora's. religion, tastes 
or opinions on the League nf Nations", 
lie declares thai t lie Harvard n.t tltude 
represents "a rather palric'nn lack of 
concern for other people's affairs.'' 

This criticism seems lo be but 
(inotho • manifestation of that very 
healthy tendency in Eastern universi- 
ties in the. past few years to subject 
themselves lo very searching Internal 
criticism. Wo could stand soma of tho 
same variety around here.
